Peoria. Ill— .Mthough not fully re 
covered from their fright all of thr 
16 passengers, who with the crew of 
l8, had a close call for their lives 
when the steamer l->ed Swain burne<1 
to the water s edge Friday afternoon 
oft Averyvllle. have left for their 
homes. Of the t«o persons Injureil 
only one was in a aerloua condition 
and It Is regarded aa aMTTalBaa that 
none met death 

The Injured are .loseph Casrider, 
Hnducah, Ky . ehRlneer. seriously 
burned about the face and body, and 
Charles HelcheberRer. I'eoria, right 
arm broken The loss is estimated at 
$35,noo. 130 000 of which is on the ves- 
sel. Several of the passpncsfa Igat 
all tbelr personal bi longlngs. 

The eaiapoa from the burning vea- 
iel were almoat miraculous. The ma- 
jority of tbe passengers were women 
aad children aad once the Are was 
diacorered issulag from a state- 
roons 00 tbe 8<K-ond deck paaic 
relcaad. To add to the horror, tbe 
ropes supporting the immense gang 
plank which had been lowered to aa- 
able thoee aboard to board tha acora 
of raw boata th.it hu>t h ai tlad lf been 
put out from shore, burned, letting 
about flfteen persons, including sever- 
al women and children. Into the wa- 
ter. Tom Powers, aaloonkeeper of 
this city, and E. A. Caron of 
Worcester, Maaa.. both of vhom were 
on tbe plank in an effort to quiet the 
panic-stricken people, each aaved the 
lives of two children, half carrying 
and half swimming with the little 
tots on their baek aad s ho ut ds t ato 
old tree stuwpa, ta avalt tOa aMaal 
of reacuers. 

Tha Are was discovered by Mra. 
Eageae IWbiah. cabin girl, on open 
ing the door of a stateroom. She at 
once apread the alarm but all efforts 
to aubdue tlie flames proved frultleas, 
the fire apreading with alarming ra- 
pidity. Capt. Swain, on realising that 
all bopea for tbe vessel were gone

— Secret service 
men are investigating a report 
that two women aided John C. and 
Marion Roberts, brothers and sons 
of a former I.,oulsvllle Judge, who 
ure held in Jail as perpetrators of 
what Is called the most daring coun- 
terfeiting plot ever attempted. Dreams 
of wealth centarad la a braaa-bound 
trunk contalalnc ILMMM la oouater- 
felt Mexican pesos were shattered for 
the brothers when Deputy United 
sutes Marshal WUUam Blaydas ar 
rested John Roberta In Shalby county 
with the money In his posBSgalOB. 

Since the hour of the flrst arrest 
there has been unraveled in the cus- 
tom house of Loulsvnie aad in Cen- 
tral police station a remarkable tale 
of attempted financial buccaneeringa 
that rivala aaaM at tka boMast ex- 
ploits ta tka auMBff at aparloaa cur- 
rency. 

John Roberts, sitting In tha ofllea 

of the secret service bureau, coolly 
said that bo would plead guilty at tha 
October term of the federal court and 
seemed resigned about spending a ma- 
jority of hia years In tha prison at 
AtlanU, Oa. Me had only waatad to 
get rich, he said. 

It was through Marion Roberts that 
the counterfeiters were apprehended 
and their plan to defraud Mexicans of 
$1 000,000 exposed. Marlon Roberts 
some days ago offered a I/ouisvllle 
broker high commission to dispose of 
some Mexican money for lilm. The 
broker not mod ''hief of Police J. H. 
HasRer, uho at miee enlisted secret 
service men and the trap to catch 
Marlon Roberts was successfully 
sprung. Since Marlon Roberts' arrest 
the police learned from him the Infor- 
mation which led to the descent upon 
his brother at Simpsonville 

When Blaydes confronted loha Rob- 
erts In the hamlet of Shelby coiinty 
the chief coiinlorfelter admitted that 
ho was behind the iilaii to dispose of 
tho imitation looiiosns notes through 
the broker. He sliowed liiavdes the 
trunk, which with Koberts \\;;.s brought 
to Louisville. Roberts .'-.ti.I ili.it. had a 
perfeiatiiiK niaeliine aiid a device to 
nun;Iicr i lie I, ills reached lilm when 
ho had expected them he would have 
been In Mexico a week ago. 

Will Koonig, R printer, has also 
been arrested In connection with the 
case. Roberts is in Jail under a $15,- 
000 federal bond.
